Cocke, of Elien- 
dale, Louisiana; Manager W. Alan McGreg- 
or of Andelot Stock Farms, Inc., Worton, 
Maryland, who had brought along Kenneth 
Clark of the Extension Department of the 
Maryland college; and T. S. Dear, of Kirks- 
ville, Missouri. ‘The conversation seemed to 
run to Aberdeen-Angus. When we joined 
the party the conversation changed to Ab- 
erdeen-Angus, and soon it was midnight, 
and all too soon dawa, when the braves each 
for himself armed with pencil and catalog 
started a survey of the near one hundred 
head that were to pass the auction stand 
that afternoon.

Lieutenant Governor N. G. Kraschel, who 
nad delivered an address at the luncheon 
Immediately assumed the stand and took 
charge of the sale operations, advising the 
big crowd that because of the intense heat 


and the desire to quickly desert the hot 
place he was going to sell ’em fast and that 
it would be necessary to hand the bids to 
the ring assistants in jig time order, and so 
the sale started. Our good friends from 
Kentucky had come to buy, but buy they 
couldn’t for the younger fellows down low 
on the seats just simply worked too fast for 
them. When the sale had finished (about 
three hours after the start) seventy-six 
head had passed in review and found new 
homes at remarkably satisfactory prices, 
and another nice thing about the whole af- 
fir was the fact that Manager Otto Battles 
remained right at the farm until every 
bloomin’ hoof had been delivered and he 
was satisfied that everything was o. k. 

When East meets West and the North 
ana South vie one with the other at a sale 
ring the results are bound to be highly sat- 
isfactory to the seller. This description 
fits the sale crowd and the smiles that 
adorned the countenance of Otto Battles 
and his partner Walter Congdon expressed 
deeper than words the appreciation of the 
valuations placed upon the individuals of- 
fered. Like all sales many of the “what 
wili prove to be best bargains” did not 
bring the highest prices. If breeding means 
anything this offering should go out and 
make history. 

The bulls were first to be sold, and they 
brought very substantial prices. The five 
tops passed out at $305.00 average and the 
five top heifers went to new owners at an 
average of $165.00 per head. Nothing sold 
high. There were no outstanding attrac- 
tions to boost an average with. A careful 
perusal of the following sale list will show 
a very even line of prices prevailing from 
beginning to end. 

Andelot secured nearly two car loads of 
the splendid heifers and a pair of real bulls 
only after outdistancing a group of the 
most persistent bidders seen around a sale 
ring in many a moon, most of whom were 
sorely disappointed in not being able to se- 
cure at least a few head in exchange for 
the cash they had on hand. The bull de- 
mand was particularly keen and the bidding 
much more lively than has been customary 
the past few years.

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Woodlawn ‘Dispersion 


Marks ¢#e Beginning of the Third Generation Succession 


Some 600 farmers and breeders assembied 
at Woodlawn Farms, on Tuesday, June 6th, 
second day of a series of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle sales, there to swelter under an 
“August” sun at a temperature hovering 
around 106, for the purpose of dividing the 
long time famous breeding herd of the 
Pierces at the lowest possible dollar, which 
after all proved very satisfactory to the 
sellers. 

Not unlike the Rosemere advent the pre- 
ceeding day, visitors gathered from the four 
corners of cattledom to do honor to the “lad 
who once led a grand champion steer into 
the International arena.’ The Pierce cattle 
were presented in excellent breeding form. 
Th bulls were not appreciated as they 
should have been, and that part of the sale 
was draggy. However when it came to the 
female end of the offering Col. Cooper who 
presided in the box found little difficulty 
in attaining the general level of prices that 
made the sale a success. Whenever the fe- 
male demand is strong we may depend on 
a rising market in the immediate offing. 
Good seed stock is scarce and it is constant- 
ly growing scarcer as the days go by for 
wide awake farmers and breedei's are round 
the country gathering up what little there 
is of this high class stuff at good strong 
prices as compared with a year ago. Breed- 
ers everywhere then should be encouraged 
to make investments in the right sort of 
bulls with which to produce cattle for the 
future demand. Good bulls are scarce. They 
are difficult to produce. They are today 
for the most part finding highly satisfact- 
ory marketings. 

The top bull in this offering was a March 
yearling, Potter 5th by Imp. Mulben Port- 
folio, that went to Henry Kahle, of DeKalb, 
Illinois. The top female, Elba Judy 5th by 
Better Blackcap, a representative of the 
highly prized Elandina tribe, with cow calf 
at foot by Revolution 30th by Blackeap 
Revolution, found a new home at Strath- 
more Farms, Webster City, Iowa, at $185.00.

Strathmore paid $132.50 the next high price 
for Esthonia of Woodlawn 2d by Black Rul- 
er 9th a grandson of Earl Marshall and 
Belle Boy 2d by Prince Albert Ito. O. R. 
Smith of Edgewood, Illinois, bought the sen- 
ior yearling heifer Elba Judy 10th by Black- 
cap Glenn 4th by Ensign of Page at $125.00. 
These were the high spots and the outstand- 
ing bargains of the sale.

A yenewed spirit of confidence and a keen 
interest was prevalent at the beef and dual 
purpose cattle sale held at Gladwin on June 
15. The 800 people in attendance were 
cheered by the prospect of better days 
ahead and the 40 animals consigned sold for 
an average of $68.25 which was a $6.00 bet- 
ter average than a year ago. The 26 bulls 
averaged $68.52 and the 14 heifers $67.65. 
The animals that went through the sale 
ring found new homes in 13 different coun- 
ties. Bidding was spirited and a sense of 
activity was prevalent throughout the day. 
People from 31 different counties attended 
the sale. 

The animals sold ranged in age between 
nine and twenty-two months and consisted 
of eight Aberdeen-Angus, which sold at 
$80.44 per head; nine Milking Shorthorns 
averaging $73.22; fourteen Herefords at 
$65.64; six Shorthorns at $65.00; and two 
Red Polls at $45.00. An Aberdeen-Angus 
heifer, Blackcap of Woodcote 59th, consign- 
ed by the Woodcote Stock Farm at Ionia 
topped the sale at $130.00. An Aberdeen- 
Angus bull consigned by W. E. Scripps, 
Orion, was the high bull of the sale, selling 
at $122.50. Both of these individuals were 
purchased by Frank H. Sheehan of Gladwin. 
Other animals that sold over $100.00 were a 
Hereford bull consigned by Crapo Farms, 
Swartz Creek, and a Hereford heifer con- 
wae by the Harwood Hereford Farms, 
onia. 

Practically all of the animals sold went 
into grade herds where they will replace 
individuals of poorer breeding. Testimon- 
ials given by purchasers in the past sales 
show that they have been especially well 
satisfied with results. Their new calf crops 
have shown improvement and have a great- 
er potential vaiue. Duff Greneer of Alger 
stated that the bull he purchased in 1931 
had been used by eleven different neighbors 
and had bred 111 cows for these men. A 
number of the purchasers in previous sales 
purchased heifers this year, this is an indi- 
cation that they have faith in the future. 

This sale 1s conducted as a cooperative 
extension project and has as its goel the 
improvement of beef and dual purpose cat- 
tle in north and central parts of Michigan. 
Vv keeping the sale expense at a very low 
figure and selling the animals for cash, the 
consignors have made it a rule not to do 
any by-bidding, and this has worked to the 
ee of the purchaser. In addition, the 
reeders allow the inspection committee to

select high quality animals from their 
herds. ‘lhe Gladwin business men cooperat- 
ed in lending moral support to the sale and 
by entertaining the guests and locai live 
stock men at a banquet the night previous 
to the sale. The Live Stock Commission 
Companies of Detroit assisted by aiding a 
number of the purchasers through financial 
loans. ‘This was greatly appreciated this 
year under the present banking conditions. 
The County Agricultural Agents and the 
Animal Husbandry Extension Depariment, 
Michigan State College, assisted in the pub- 
licity and in making general arrangements 
for the sale. The various beef breed asso- 
ciations, the Michigan Live Stock Improve- 
ment Association and the Michigan Beef 
Producers’ Association were the other co- 
operating agencies. 

The educational program conducted in the 
forenoon of the day of the sale was a new 
addition to the program and it was well re- 
ceived. Professor G. A. Brown, head of the 
Animal Husbandry Department, Michigan 
State College, had charge of this program 
and in addition gave an interesting demon- 
stration on the selection of males and fe- 
males for the breeding herd. He also had 
charge of the judging contest in which the 
visitors took an active part. Three classes 
of animals were judged, consisting of a ring 
of Aberdeen-Angus bulls, a ring of Here- 
ford heifers and a ring of Milking Short- 
horn bulls. The following people were the 
winners in the contest and were awarded 
prizes in the form of merchandise by the 
Gladwin business men—first, Esther L. 
Schadd, Gladwin; second, tie—R. J. Vander- 
pol, Marion and Robert McFarlane, Grand 
Rapids; third, Rosemary Carter, Clare; 
fourth, tie—A. L. Wolfe, Gladwin, A. R. 
Vanderpol, Marion and Robert Carter, Clare. 

A special feature of the sale was the in- 
dividual interest shown by the local people 
at Gladwin. A purse of $35.00 was offered 
the purchaser of the highest priced bull if 
he staved in Gladwin County. This prize 
was awarded Mr. Frank Sheehan, Gladwin. 
The following men contributed $5.00 each 
to this prize: Guy Ridley, Doctor F. E. 
Meyers, David Hawkins, Daw Meat Market, 
G. A. Lee, all of Gladwin; E. O. Prince, St. 
Johns and Andy Adams, Litchfield. Oscar 
Rogers, Bad Axe, gave $5.00 to the pur- 
chaser of the highest priced female as did 
Sidney Smith of Orion to the purchaser of 
the second highest priced bull to remain in 
Gladwin County. The fact that 13 bulls and 
three heifers sold to live stock men in Glad- 
win County showed that a marked interest 
is being taken by the local people in this 
sale. Other counties in which the animals 
were distributed and the number of animals 
are: Ogenaw 5; Emmet 3; Arenac 3; Mis- 
saukee 2; Isabella 2; Mecosta 2; and Sag- 
inaw, Oscola, Clare, Oakland, Iosco and Hu- 
ron, one each. 

Andy Adams, Litchfield, President of the 
Michigan Live Stock Improvement Associa- 
tion. sold the cattle to advantage on the 
block, getting the highest dollar throughout 
the afternoon. The sale, as a whole, was an 
event enjoyed by all. It gave the breeders 
and visitors an excellent opportunity to be- 
come acquainted which, will later result fn 
many visits to the farms of the various ccn- 
signors. 

The results of the sale show that there is 
an interest in beef cattle in northern and 


central Michigan, in a section where beef 
cattle raising is adaptable. This is one live 
stock enterprize which has stood up well un- 
der the conditions of the past few years, 
mainly because, only simple equipment is 
needed, labor requirements are low and be- 
cause there is a low disease risk of raising 
and feeding beef cattle. In addition to this, 
abundant grass and legume forages are 
present in this section, all of which are 
factors which justify the continuation of 
beef cattle raising on Michigan farms. All 
agreed that the result of the sale was con- 
vinecing evidence that the turn has been 
made and ahead lies the road to better 
times.

The foundation 
herd was carefully selected and now repre- 
sents one of the outstanding herds in the 
country. More than 100 breeders and 
friends were in attendance at this event and 
enjoyed inspecting the Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle and the opportunity to become better 
acquainted. 

The forenoon was spent in seeing the cat- 
tle and informal visiting. At 12:30 the la- 
dies had the tables loaded with food and 
everybody enjoyed the picnic dinner. An 
informal program was arranged by Presi- 
dent Rehmert and Secretary Martin. Short 
talks were may by “Uncle” David Fyfee, 
Ohio State University, Thomas Phillips, Su- 
perintendent of Cattle at the Ohio State 
Fair, George S. York, President of the Ohio 
State Board of Agriculture, W. H. Tom- 
have, Secretary of the American Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association and Rev. J. J.

FUTURE DEMAND FOR 
PURE BRED CATTLE: 

During the period of the depression there 
has been a marked decrease in the number 
of pure bred beef cattle that have been re- 
corded. This has in part been due to the 
decreased outlet for breeding cattle, not so 
much because of the lack of demand but 
because of the lack of ready cash by farm- 
ers to purchase these cattle. Many herds 
have fallen by the wayside, while others 
have been reduced in size because of the 
ready demand for well finished beef heifers 
on the open market. The continuous sale of 
these heifers means that old cows have not 
been replaced by young breeding heifers 
and the result is that practically all herds 
contain fewer females of breeding age to- 
day than any time in recent years. 

Naturally the question arises as to what 
effect this situation will have upon the pure 
bred beef business of the future. It can 
mean only one thing, namely, a dearth of 
registered breeding cattle during the next 
few years. Those who have had faith in 
the cattle business and have kept up their 
registrations will be able to profit from the 
demand that is bound to develop. In too 
many cases, herds that represented years of 
effort in building up the quality of the 
cattle have been dispersed and the results 


of many years effort has been entirely des- 
troyed. In many cases the owner of a herd 
of good pure bred beef cattle had no choice 
in the matter of selling his cattle because 
obligations had to be met and there was a 
ready market for beef cattle. The beef 
herd represented one of the few farm com- 
modities for which cash could be realized 
and so were shipped to market. The unfort- 
unate part of this condition is the fact that 
by continually selling breeding cattle on 
the market the production unit was reduced 
and in many cases entirely eliminated from 
the capital structure of the farm. 

During the period of the depression prices 
for pure bred beef cattle have declined with 
other commodities to the lowest level in 
the history of the industry in America. 
Prices will not remain at this low level 
very long. With the increase in the price 
of all grain crops and live stock on the 
market there will be more cash available 
for the purchase of breeding cattle and 
many of the herds that have been dispersed 
will be reestablished. Many farmers who 
have observed the relatively strong position 
of a neighbor with a herd of beef cattle 
during the period of depression will estab- 
lish a herd of beef cattle in order to operate 
a more balanced type of agriculture. In- 
stead of depending upon the central market 
or the range for their supply of feeding 
cattle, beef herds will be established for the 
production of feeding cattle to consume the 
grain crops produced upon the farm. A 
herd of beef cows represents a well balan- 
ced and economical live stock unit upon any 
farm. The beef cows can be used as a 
means of marketing roughages and other 
non-salable farm crops. By maintaining a 
herd of beef breeding cows on the farm a 
larger acreage must be put in permanent 
pasture and consequently more land is taken 
out of the production of grain crops. 

Another factor that is too often overlook- 
ed in beef production is that when feeding 
cattle are produced on the farm no cash 
outlay is required to fill the feed lot in the 
fall of the year. The beef cattle producer

THE YEAR’S TOP ON 
ABERDEEN-ANGUS YEARLINGS., 

What .was by far the most outstanding 
transaction on the cattle yards yesterday 
centered around the marketing of Seies 
prime Aberdeen-Angus yearlings, raised 
and fed by D. L. Burr and Amos Dillon 
Webster county, Neb., farmers. ; 

These cattle were sold by the Witherspoon 
Live Stock Commission company to the 
Fowler-Straub_ Packing company at $7

LYMAN S. MILLER. 

Last issue carried a brief announcement 
of the sudden passing of Lyman S. Miller, 
of Alamota, Lane county, Kansas.
